Dr. Wise, in his address opening 
the convention, emphatically op-

One of the serious problems that 
we as Jews must consider is that 
the rising generation may have to 
face an even more unfriendly world 
than the Jews face at the present 
time in certain parts of Europe. 
It would be wise then, for all of 
us to make certain that in the edu- 
cation of our youth that they re- 
ceive a complete understanding of 
the cultural and social values of 
their Jewish inheritance If we 
make them familiar with our tra- 
ditions, it will strengthen them in 
time of stress. Unfortunately, a 
few of our people, in their chase 
for the almighty dollar, have per- 
mitted the fine qualities of our race 
to dry up. We all must bear the 
burden of those who have done 
these unfortunate things! 

My experiences with life have 
taught me that the Gentile will 
treat the Jews with great consider- 


~ ation if the Jews make themselves 


entitled to that consideration. But 





I would like to sound a word of 
warning to Jews who insist on go- 
ing places where they are not wel- 
come. Do not try to go where you 
are not wanted. Your racial pride 
should be so great that you, as a 
Jew, would not want to go any 
place where’ a Jew is not welcome. 
If you refrain from going places 
where you are not welcome, you 
will soon win the respect of all 
about you and cause the “not wel- 
come” sign to be removed. 

I have always been proud of my 
Jewish ancestry. I recall once when 
I attended a convention at Ash- 
ville, North Carolina, A new hotel 
had been built there and it had a 
sign, “No Jews allowed.” In order 
to make the hotel popular they in- 
vited the convention of auditors and 
comptrollers and treasurers to at- 
tend a dinner there. The manager 
invited me personally.

I have been accused of being a 
non-Zionist. The accusation arises, 
I am sure, from this paper’s in- 
grained criticism of The Zionist 
Organization of America and from 
Roman Slobodin’s sharp articles on 
the present situation in Palestine. 
In each case my defense in one of 
“truth”. To report that the Z. O. 
A. has a membership of 27,000 out 
of the 4,500,000 Jews of the United 
States is not to align onesself with 
the non-Zionists. Or to print that 
the economic situation in Palestine 
is critical is not to do a disservice 
to Zionism. It seems to me that 
the day and time when the height 
of wisdom was to hide and cover 
over the actual fact passed away 
with Middle Ages.

However this paper 
will continue to criticise when it 
believes criticism is indicated, You 
wouldn’t call a republican an anti- 
American because he saw fit to 
criticise the Roosevelt administra- 
tion? 
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Rabbi Goldman’s Election Indicates Divorce From New York 


XACTLY what role the fact that Rabbi Sol- 

omon Goldman is a Chicago leader played 
in his election last week to the presidency of the 
Zionist District of America is difficult to deter- 
mine. 

Was there actually a revolt against the East- 
ern hegemony? Was Rabbi Isidore Goldstein’s 
candidacy harmed by the fact of his New York 
residency ? 

This paper answers both questions in the af- 
firmative. Of all the pre-election work for any 
candidate, most of the behind-the-scenes action 
was in behalf of Rabbi Goldstein. The New Eng- 
lang Zionist District in its annua] convention two 
weeks ago advocated Rabbi Goldstein’s election 
in a unanimous resolution. Only the Chicago 
Zionist District pledged itself to Rabbi Goldman’s 
election, and if the Chicago Jewish Chronicle’s 
criticism of that district is any indication, this 
backing was more of a harm thanga benefit to 
the fighting Chicago rabbi, 

If then it is true that Rabbi Goldman was 
named as part of a definite movement to divorce 
leadership of American Jewry from the New York 
City captainship, what does this move portend? 
Is the fact that the Pittsburgh Peace was born 
in a Middle-Western city an indication of the 
same revolution ? 

This paper has fought for several years for a 


relief from the New York viewpoint on all ques- 
tions pertaining to American Jewry. For too 
many years every national organization, except- 
ing the B’nai B’rith, has located its office, and 
consequently its viewpoint and decisions in New 
York City. This in itself need not have been 
unalterably harmful, but any perusal of the chaos, 
the incompetency and the lack of accomplish- 
ment of American Jewish organizations for the 
past decade must take this fact into considera- 
tion. The one organization located in New York 
City which has prospered and grown has been 
the Hadassah, but this organization from the 
very first decentralized itself so that the over- 
whelming force of its actions did not emanate 
from the Atlantic Seaboard. 

If then there is a revolt, does that mean that 
the revolt will be successful. That remains to 
be seen. The next few years will tell the story 
for the Zionist Organization of America. The 
next few years will determine if the B’nai B’rith’s 
move to Washington was a wise one. The suc- 
cess or failure too of the Pittsburgh Peace will 
have a great bearing on the permanency of the 
divoice from New York, ‘ 

Whatever else it means, Rabbi Goldman’s elec- 
tion must be interpreted as a clear-cut victory 
for those of us who have fought against the New 


York suzerainty. 


Comments On_ Current Topics 


Isaac Goldberg Disagrees. With Kashruth 
Views Of Orthodox Rabbi.—In a letter printed 
recently by a prominent Jewish weekly I find 
the following sentiment set down by a local rabbi: 
“The aversion which some Jews have acquired 
for Kashruth is typical of the feeling of shame 
and degradation which these creatures have in 
regard to everything that is Jewish.” Elsewhere, 
the same man of the cloth refers to the “wise- 
acres” and “would-be scientists” who explain their 
attitude upon a “half-baked scientific basis.” 

Now, it happens that I have not the trace of 
a feeling of “shame and degradation” about every- 
thing that is Jewish.” It happens also that I have 
little concern about the matter of kosher food. 
And I cannot take kindly to the implication that 
I, who feel this indifference, am “half-baked,” 
while the rabbi who follows the traditional] atti- 
tude is “full-baked.” Nor do I like to see such 
important words as “science” bandied about as if 
cold, intellectual scrutiny were nothing, and ard- 
ent emotional acceptance were everything, 

As a matter of fact, my diet, for a number 
of reasons, is chiefly kosher. First, I am sure, 
because I happen to be brought up on such a 
diet, and have become used ‘to it. Second, be- 
cause I have an aversion for sea-food, whether 
it is “gefilte fish” or lobster, allowed or forbid- 
den by Mosaic dietary law. ‘Third, because I 
have no spirit of adventure where food is con- 
cerned. I count that day lost, for example, on 
which I have not consumed a plain omelet. After 
years and years of omelets, with or without bacon, 
I still find them a delicacy. But I would think 
no more of imposing my diet upon others than 
I would allow them to impose their diet upon 
me, especially when the “half-bakedness’ of the 
rationalization was on their part, not mine.

‘here seem to be varying reactions to the out- 
burst of American Nazi leader Fritz Kuhn on the 
subject of the Jews. Some people are glad that 
the thing has finally come to light and that these 
bits of slander which have been peddled around 
under cover in America are now out in the open. 
The contention is that it is easier to fight some- 
thing vicious when it is out in the open. 

On the other hand, there are those who say 
that the nation-wide publication of these lies,-as 
given voice to by the American Nazi Kuhn, is 
going to have a bad effect. These people insist 
that no matter how outrageously false may be 
a certain story, it is bound to be believed by 
some people. They point to the manner in which 
Geimany, an essentially intelligent and scientific 
people, has been utterly seduced by the vilest and 
most slanderous form of anti-Semitism and chau- 
vinistic race theories the world has ever known. 

I have enough confidence in the uniqueness of 
the American scene to feel that whereas bigotry 
and prejudice may prevail for a moment, there is 
something inherently truth-loving in America that 
ultimately dispels the more vicious aspects of 
prejudice. The American is essentially a man of 
fair play. It is difficult to imagine the American 
people perpetrating the sort of sadistic cruelties 
that are inflicted officially in Nazi Germany to- 
day, not only on Jews but on Protestants and
